NORFOLK, Va.--The Atlantic fleet, 
the flower of the American navy, began 


its spectacular summer practise off the 


Chesapeake capes, under simulated battle 
conditions, at dawn today, These exer- 
cises will be more difficult than ever be- 
fore attempted by the navy. 

Not a shot will be fired in the two 
weeks of the practise at a less range 
than 9000 yards, or more than five miles, 
The maximum ranges of the practise will 
be 16,000 yards, or more than nine miles.

Smaller League Must Send 
Its Answer to Secretary of 
the National Commission 
by Sept. 10 Next

CINCINNATI—Followers of the minor 
baseball leagues throughout the country 
are today wondering what action will be 
taken by the American Association rela- 
tive to the ultimatum issued by the na- 
tional commission Thursday regarding 
the demands made by that association 
for further concessions. 

The national commission not only re- 
jected every demand made upon it by the 
association Thursday, but went further 
in stating that if the American Associa- 
tion decided not to operate under the 


BIG 


rules of organized baseball, teams would 


be placed in every city or town on that 
circuit. While no mention of a league to 
do battle with the American Association 
Was_made, it was implied to an extent 
that could not be misunderstood. 

The American Association is given un- 
til Sept. 10 to give answer to the secre- 
tarv of the commission, and upon this 
answer will hinge the question that now 
is foremost in the minds of baseball men. 

In its finding the satel commission 
took pains to place the brunt of the case 
on the members of the American Asso- 
ciation, and it now rests with that body 
as to whether or not they will comply. 

President Chivington of the American 
Association has issued. the following 
statement, in which he says: 

“The American Association is today as 
important an organization in baseball as 
the National League was 10 years ago in 
point of value of its franchise, plants and 
business prospects.

USED TO PROPEL 
NOVEL HOUSEBOAT |p: 


Simple Mechanical Arrange- 
ment Permits Chicago 
Banker to Use Motor Car 
for ‘T'wo Purposes 


Boston) : 


Residents along the Calumet river, 
near Chicago, were surprised, one day 
last summer, to a very large and 
attractive houseboat moving rapidly up 
the river. Houseboats are no novelty 
in this locality, and it was not the ap- 
pearance of the craft itself that created 
this surprise, but the unusual speed at 
Which it was traveling. Evidently it 
was a boat with an extra-powerful en- 
gine, for a couple of paddle-wheels sit- 
uated near the aft deck were churning 
the water into foam. A few moments 
later, the surprise of the onlookers was 
considerably increased when the _ boat 
turned in midstream and began backing 
slowly up to the shore at a point where 
the grade was not very steep, while 
anchors were thrown out and the boat 
finally made fast. 

The reason for this unusual procedure 
of mooring a boat, with its stem point- 
ing toward the land, was_ shortly 
made apparent when a gangplank was 
thrown out and a large touring car run 
over it to, the shore and then whirled 
away down the country road. When the 
automobile returned a few hours’ later. 
it was again run on board, the chauffeur 
Was seen to make some mysterious sort 
of connection between its rear wheels 
and the boat’s paddle-wheels and then 
vank the levers of the ear, whereupon 
the houseboat continued its journey up 
the river. 

And then the secret 
engine of the automobile furnished the 
power that moved the boat. This re- 
markable eraft, named the Driftwood, is 
the property of Edwin F. Brown, a Chi- 
cago banker, says Suburban Life. 

The mechanical arrangements’ by 
which the automobile is transformed in 
less than 10 minutes into a marine en- 
gine are exceedingly simple. In the first 
place, it is necessary to equip the rear 
hubs of the machine. with spurred 
sprocket wheels, and tq key similar but 
larger ones to the boat’s paddle-wheels. 
Connection then made between them 
by means of link-belt chains. The rear 
axle of the car must, of course, be 
jackel up so that the driving wheels are 
clear of the deck. The gangplank 
fitted with grooved runways, up which 
the automobile may be guided to a spot 
on the aft deck just between the paddle- 
wheels. 

The Driftwood can easily maintain an 
average speed of six miles an hour, which 
is certainly very good for a houseboat. 
And this is done “without the slightest 
injury to the automobile.

UGIETY Ao TRUST 


DETROIT, Mich.—Charging conspiracy 
to restrain interstate trade and com- 
merce in lumber and its products, United 
States District Attornev Frank Watson 
filed a bill in the United States eircwit 
court here on Thursday to enjoin the 
Michigan Retail Lumber Dealers Associa- 
tion, the Scout Publishing Company of 
this city and the Lumber Secretaries Bu- 
reau of Information of Chicago from fur- 
ther alleged unlawful business methods. 

It is alleged that members of the re- 
tailers’ association endeavor to prohibit 
manufacturers or jobbers from shipping 
to competitors who are non-members of 
the organization. A manufacturer ship- 
ping to competing dealers is subject to 
a fine of 10 per cent of the value of the 
sale, it is charged, and if the manufac- 
turer refuses to pay the penalty the or- 
ganized retailers are informed of it. 

The Scout Publishing Company issues 
the Scout, a lumber trade journal. It is 
charged that from time to time editorials 
were published advocating the principle 
of the retailers dealing only with manu- 
facturers or jobbers .who a server the

ing of practically all the cotton carrying 
railroads. 

The Liverpool cotton bills of lading 
conference committee has issued a state- 
ment Which explains in detail. the plan 
adopted and answers various criticisms. 

The committge says it issued the state- 
ment “in order to clear the ends to which 
the committee has been working.” The 
statement refers to the safeguarding pre- 
viously of ocean bills of lading and to 
the recent forgeries of railroad bil’ 
Which led to a demand for a change of 
system. 

While all but seven or eight of the 
railroads which carry any cotton at all 
have, according to the committee, signed 
the agreement, only a few of the banks 
handling cotton bills, it is understood, 
have agreed to the new system, and 
among those holding out are some of the 
largest concerns.

MAYOR GAYNOR 
QUOTES LAW TO 
LYMAN ABBOTT 


NEW YORK—Replving to recent criti- 
cisms of the new city charter that is 
favored by Mayor Gaynor, the latter in 
a rejoinder sent Thursday to Dr. Lyman 
Abbott pointed out that the state con- 
stitution requires the consent. of the 
mayor to a new franchise for a railroad 
in his city. 

This is one of the questions which has 


been discussed widely in connection with 


the proposed charter, many persons ob- 
jecting to giving the mayor veto power 
in franchise matters. 

The mayor discusses other questions of 
charter amendments raised by Dr. Ab- 
bott, and says in part: 

“You also complain of that portion of 
the proposed charter relating to the ex- 
amination and qualification of teachers, 
which says that their qualifications shall 
be aswertained (I now quote), ‘so far as 
practicable, by examinations, which, 
far as practicable, shall be competitive?’ 
Suffer me to say unto you that these are 
the exact words of the provision of our 
state constitution requiring merit and fit- 
ness in the civil service to be ascertained 
for appointment and promotion.

Preliminary steps looking toward the 
readjustment of London taxicab condi- 


| tions on the basis of government control 


are not’ favorably regarded by the 
owners, says the Motor World. A spe- 
cial departmental committee which has 
made a caretul investigation, of the situ- 
ation has handed up to the’ home secre- 
tary a series of nine recommendations 
which largely favor the cause of the 
chauffeurs. | 

The home secretary has no_ power, 
however, to enforce .the recommenda- 
tions, nor is it likely that the cab own- 
ers will be particularly prompt in adgpt- 
ing the proposals. The findings of the 
committee may form the basis of future 
legislation, however: 

The recommendations, briefly, are to 
the following effect: That the tariff 
remain unchanged; that all “extras” be 
taken by the drivers; that the drivers’ 
proportion of the earnings be 20 per cent 
of the first pound and 25 per cent of all 
amounts in excess of one pound; that 
the recessary gasolene be supplied to 
drivers by the owners at a fixed rate of 
eight pense, or about 16 cents a gallon, 
regardless of fluctuations in the mar- 
ket; that there be no limitations on the 
total number of cabs or drivers licensed; 
that special licenses be required for dis- 
tant suburbs; that the motor tax of 
£2 2s, or about $10.50, be abolished or 
reduced; that one form of standard 
license be employed for drivers, and that 
the ‘present license qualifications - be 
maintained, 

The investigations of the committee 
which was composed of Sir Archibald 
Williamson, Bart., Sir Clarendon Hyde 
and Colonel Edwards, C. B., have em- 
braced a thorough study of London’s en- 
tire traflic problem and have taken into 
account the probable competitive influ- 
ences existing between the cabs~and the 
“tube” and tram traffic.

SPLITTING PAPER 


Here are two good ways to split a piece 
of paper: First, lay the paper on a piece 
of glass, soak it thoroughly with water 
and then press it smoothly over the 
glass. By using care, the upper half of 
the sheet can then be peeled off, leaving 
the under half on the glass. When dry 
it will come off easily. Be sure that 
the glass is perfectly clean. 

Second, paste a piece of cloth or strong 
paper on each side of the paper to be 
split. When it is thoroughly dry, -sud- 
denly and violently pull the two pieces 
of cloth apart. Then soften the paste 
with water and take the two halves of 
the sheet from the cloths.—Philadelphia 
North American.

IF RING IS TIGHT

NE of the best friends a woman can 
have is a well-equipped sewing bas- 
ket if she has the knowledge of how to 


put into use the articles contained 


therein. 

The sewing needle is a bright fairy, 
which, with the aid of scissors and its 
servant thread, makes clothes and their 
accessories, 

When making a garment of any de- 
scription the wise woman will baste 
liberally. This takes time, but it often 
saves far more time than is required jn 
the work of basting. Seams are apt to 
slip, edges pull, bias or curved edges 
stretch in handling, and all your work 
has to be ripped out and done over 
again, when a line of basting would 
have held the seam in place and _pre- 
vented the stretched edge, says a writer 
in the Los Angeles Times. 

An ordinary straight seam is sewed 
with a running stitch—that is, small 
stitches, one after the other. If you 
want to make it extra strong, use a 
backstitch—that is, a long stitch on the 
wrong side of the goods and a short one 
taken back on the right side. 

The half-backstitch has one half the 
size of the stitch on the right side, but 
it does not meet the preceding stitch, 
On the wrong side it is full length. 

A combination stitch is one stitch back 
and two running. All of these stitches 
are used in sewing a straight seam. 

To gather: \ Make a running stitch and 
draw the material up against the knotted 
end of the thread. Gently stroke down 
the material between stitches with the 
eye end of the needle or with a thick 
pin to make the gathers even and 
regular: 

The selvedge edge of the material is 
turned in twice for a hem. This can 
be of any desired width. Now with a 
tiny slanting stitch catch the edge to 
the material, having a scarcely percep- 
tible stitch on the right side. 

To overseam: Hold the edges of any 


seam close together, after carefully trim- 
wing them off to be the same width, and

stitch over and over through both edges 
at the same time, taking up as smal] 
an amount of material as possible. 

When hemming table linen, use what 
is known as the “napery” stitch. This 
is quite simple and is obtained by turn- 
ing back the basted hem so as to form a 
fold on the right side. Now catch the 
two edges together with -a very small 
overseam stitch. If done carefully, the 
stitches will be entirely concealed when 
the hem is straightened out and pressed. 

Overcasting is similar to overseaming, 
but taking a deeper stitch, and is used 
on rough-edges to keep them from fray- 
ing. : 
The buttonhole stitch is more com- 
plicated, but when once learned is useful 
for many different things. 

First, cut a straight slit in the mate- 
rial the length desired for the buttonhole. 
A good way to do is to first select “the 
buttons you intend to use, then cut the 
slit just long enough to easily slip the 
button through. 

After the hole is cut, overcast the 
edges very carefully, to keep firm and 
regular, The stitch is formed by putting 
the needle through the material one 
eighth of an inch from the edge of the 
hole. Throw the thread in a loop over 
the point of the needle; draw the needle 
through the material until the thread is 
firm but not too tight. Repeat the 
process, making the stitches one thread 
apart and set evenly. 

Loops are made of three single strands 
of thread or a double thread carried from 
side to side, one quarter of an inch apart 
and covered with byttonhole stitches, 
making a firm loop for hooks. 

Eyelets are simply circular holes in the 
cloth edged with buttonhole stitching.

President W. H. Marshall in his re- 
port to stockholders says: “Although 
the volume of gross earnings for the. 
year is gratifying in comparison with 
the preceding vear, the plants are still 
contending with the economic difficulties 
of fluctuating activities which have pre- 
vailed in varying degrees since the de- 
pression of 1907. Production varied dur- 
ing the vear from a maximum of 80 per 
cent of the capacity of the -plants to a 
minimum of 38 per cent. 

“At the beginning of the vear there 
were unfilled orders on the books of $17,- 
990,000, nearly one half of the gross 
earnings for the year, and on July 1;

Statements of “persenal property” 
held by Boston stock exchange houses for 
taxation purposes as of April 1 last fail 
to show the reductions which might be 
expected to follow the past year's un- 
favorable stock market conditions. In 
the case of the 16 largést brokerage 
firms the total valuation exceeds last 
year’s aggregate by $690,000. 

Among the largest brokerage houses 
there were six changes made in this 
year’s valuations compared with a vear 
ayo. “Kidder, Peabody & Co., Lee, Hig- 
ginson & Co. and Hornblower & Weeks 
were each advanced $100,000; Hayden, 
Stone & €o0. was advanced $200,000; 
Curtis & Sanger $50,000, and Blake Bros. 
& Co. $10,000. There were no reductions. 

There has been a remarkable increase 
in the valuation of personal property 
held by Hayden, Stone & Co. in the past 
three vears. The firm is now taxed on 
personal property valued at $1,200,000 
Which is 20 per cent larger than a year 
ago, 00 per cent larger than two vears 
ago and 100 per cent larger than three 
vears ago, 

On April 1 last the 16 largest Boston 
stock exchange houses were assessed on 
personal property aggregating in value 
$11,250,000 compared with $10,690,000 on 
April 1, 1910, $9,875,000 on May 1, 1999, 
and $8,865,000 on May 1, 1908. 

By the separation of the tirm of Towle 
& Fitzgerald on Jan. 1 1910, the city of 
3oston gains about $5500 in taxes. as 
the new firms of Fitzgerald, Hubbard & 
Co. and Thompson, Towle & Co. are each 
taxed on $400,000-—personal property 
against only $400,000 for the old firm.

young men can be trained for business 


life. 


Chambers to Act 


At a special meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom the following resolu- 
tion will be moved: 

“That in the opinion of this associa- 
tion it is desirable that steps should be 
taken with the object of founding a 
commercial university in this country, 
and that a eommittee should be elected 
to inquire into and report upon” the 
question generally.”

LETTER written by Beethoven to 

the woman he loved has -recently 
been published for the first time and 
has heen read with much interest by all 
the great master’s admirers. As in other 
similar letters no name or date is writ- 
ten, but experts are convinced that the 
recipient of -the letter, which is couched 
in terms of affection, was Giulietta 
Gnuicciardi. Many of Beethoven’s his- 
torians have believed that it was Gin- 
lictta who inspired ‘the songs “Adelaide,” 
“An die ferne Geliebte” and others and 
this letter appears to confirm the opinion 
beyond all doubt. Not the least interest- 
ing passage in the letter is the intro- 
duction of a few bars of Beethoven’s 
famous quintet for stringed instruments, 
which he describes as “a not bad theme” 
for the loving lines accompanying it.”

Round 


A most interesting article by Sir Harry 
Poland, K. C., on the subject of swim- 
ming and bathing, appears in the Marine 
magazine.

Over a hundred years ago a commission appointed by the first 
Napoleon to inquire into the beet sugar industry, then undertaken 
by Germany in-a small way, discovered that by rotating a crop 
of sugar beets with ordinary crops, planting the sugar beets once in 
four years, the yield of the other crops might be doubled or even 
quadrupled. The French government, at the instance of Bonaparte, 
granted a subsidy of f.1,000,000 to those engaging in beet sugar . 
milling, and by 1813 France was cultivating 90,000 acres of beets and 
producing sugar from the crop in 348 mills. The fall of the empire 


and the emperor stopped all state aid dnd practically crushed the 


industry in France for the time being. It was not restored until 
the time of the third Napoleon, and it is remarkable that its rise 
in Germany dates from the year in which that ruler lost his throne. 
Now Germany not only leads the world in the production of

the sugar beet, but related to this is the astonishing tact that the

And 
in fulness of time a bill of goods comes over from the fatherland.

We have stated this time and again, 
hut we state it again with the hope that some attention will be 
paid to it. It 1s notorious that the English and American traders 
are conspicuously lacking in the knowledge of foreign languages, and 
the Americans, 1f anything, are a bad second. ’ 

Were the conditions such that the acquisition of foreign Jan- 
guages could be ‘safely counted a superfluity, there would be no ex- 
cuse for our saying what we do. But the conditions are quite the 
reverse ; they show, in fact, that the enormous growth in the foreign 
and domestic trade of Germany. is largely due to a_ painstaking 
system of commercial training in which the knowledge of foreign 
languages plays a great part. To sav that this is not necessary 
as well for American traders is idle talk, but too well negatived 
by the millions of German capital invested and used to profit in 
South America. No German would think of pushing the interests 
of his house in Guatemala or the Argentine by going there and being
